The Falls of Moness— one of the principal “lions” of 
Aberfeldy—are situated in the Den or Gorge of Moness, a 
picturesque glen, which in Burns’s time was thickly clad 
with birch trees, hence the famous “ Birks o’ Aberfeldy.” 
A stream winds its way down the glen, forming a series of 
waterfalls known as the Upper, Middle, and Lower Falls 
of Moness. 
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
